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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Amendment and response filed by applicants dated Dec. 12, 2008 have been entered and 
considered carefully. 

Claims 9-13 have been canceled. Claims 1-8 are pending. 



Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Paul Pyla on Feb. 18,2009. 

Claim 1 line 1, the term "derivative" is deleted and in its place the term 
-compound- is inserted. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: *** 

Applicants presented arguments that the motivation for modification of 
Christenssen et al. US 3,912,743 with attributes of Kozikowski et al. US 6,180,648 or 
Moldt et al. US 6,376,673 is lacking due to biological activity profiles of the prior art. It 
was noted that Christenssen et al. '743 specifically disclosed that the preferred 
compounds are 5HT uptake inhibitors and some may also have DA reuptake inhibition 
which may cause adverse effects (col. 8, last paragraph). While both Kozikowski et al. 
'648 (col. 11, table 1) and Moldt et al. '673 are compounds having dopamine reuptake 
inhibiting or dopamine transporter complex binding activity. Kugagy et al. evidenced 
that the binding of the dopamine system is indeed the undesirable side effects for 5HT 
reuptake compounds. Therefore, one having ordinary skill would not be motivated to 
modify the Christenssen et al. '743 5HT reuptake compounds using attributes 
contributing to side effects for such compounds i.e. the kozikowsk '648 or Moldt '673 
compounds. The rejection of claims 1-8 under 35 USC 103(a) is dropped. Claims 1-8 
are allowed.
